men a neceſſity ef periſhing, did withdraw the werd ( Prede- 
flination ) from the point of Reprobates, and gave it onely to 
the Ekfh, and ſo gave great occaſion of further error and mi- 
Hale. In this ſpeechof his is cleerely implyed, that it was 
the conſtant doctrine of the Church ew. that Reprobates 
lye under no neceſſitating Decree of Perdition. l 

The truth of this charge may further appeare by a few 
particular inſtances. | 

CMinutins Falix brings in the Pagans objecting to the 
Chriſtians, that they held the events of all things to be ine- 
vitable, and did feigne and frame to themſelves an unjuſt 
God, who did puniſh in men their unavoydable Deſtinies, 
not their illchoyſes. This is the Objection: ( #5) batſo- 
ever he doe, as others to fate, ſo yay «ſcribe to od: you make 
therefore to your ſelves an unjuſt Ged , who puniſheth in men 
their lot, not their will. Tothishe anſwereth, ( &) Chrifti- 
ans hold no other Fates, then Gods Decrees ; who (I) fore- 
knowing all men and their actions, did accordingly determine 
their retributiont. | 

St. Hierow an eager oppoſer of the Pelagi ans, in many 
places of his Writings ſaiththe ſame thing; ()] From 
the fore-knowledge of God it commeth to paſſe, that who he knows» 
etb Will be righteons him he lo vet h before be commeth ont of the 
wombe ; and who he knowerh Will be a ſinner, hien he hateth be- 
fore he ſinnet h.

MI fourth generall reaſon againſt this abſolute Reproba- 
101 tion is, It is a hinderance to Pety : it isa Doctrine that 
ſerveth greatly to diſcourage holineſſe and encourage pro- 
phaneneſſe. It maketh Miniſters (by its naturall importment) 
negligent in their Preaching, praying, and other ſervices, 
which are ordeyned of God for the etcrnall good of their 
people. It maketh people careleſſe in hearing, reading, pray- 
ing, inſtructing their families, examining their conſciences, 
faſting and mourning for their ſinnes, and all other godly ex- 
erciſes. Ina word; itcutteth a ſunder the very finewes of re- 
ligioy, and pulleth away the ſtrongeſt inducements to a holy 


lite. Therefore it is no true and wholſome Doctrine. 


That it dath ſo, it will appeare by theſe reaſons that follow. 
I, It taketh away L Hope I and [ Feare :] Hope of at- 
tayning any good by godlineſſe; feare of ſuſteyning any hurt 
by wickedneſſe: and ſo it taketh away two principall props 
of Religion. ;
